Tankers Collide 
In Heavy Fog In 
Gulf Of Mexico 


One Of Vessels Is 
Reported Sunk With 
All 35 Of Crew Lost

N EW O RLEANS, April 20 
(INS) — Two Standard Oil 
Company tankers collided 
today in a thick, soupy fog 
300 miles southeast of New 
Orleans in the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico and one of the ships was 
found enveloped in flames 
with no sign of life aboard 
six hours later. 
The t a n k e r , the Esso 
Greensboro, first believed 
to have sunk carrying its 
crew of 35 to the bottom 
with it, was spotted by a 
third Standard Oil Company 
tanker, the Esso New York. 


MOBILE, Ala., April 2 0 .- 
(INS)—Two Standard Oil Com­ 
pany tankers collided today in 
a heavy fog in the Gulf of 
Mexico at a point about 300 
miles southwest of Mobile and 
one of the vessels was re­ 
ported to have sunk with all 
hands, possibly as many as 35 
men, presumably lost. 
Coast guard officials at Mobile 
identified the sunken vessel as the 
Esso Zero Two. a T-2 type tanker 
which usually carries a crew of 35 
men 
Presume All Aboard Lost 
They said they were ui\able to 
establish radio contact with the 
Esso Zero Two and presumed it 
had gone down with all hands. 
The first coast guard plane to 
reach the scene, a PBY, reported 
to New Orleans by radio at 11 a.m. 
EST that one tanker was still 
“afloat and buring." The plane’s 
crew said it could find no trace 
of the second tanker. 
The ship had collided with a 
sister tanker, the Esso Suez, re­ 
ported to have been carrying nine 
million gallons of oil.

In addition to the 
spiritual training this is also good

waiting for and with others. 
The 
mere 
character 
values 
involved 
hardly 
can

over-emphasized. 
These values can be bigger where 
there are several children. 
It’s fine when the parents take 
turns at saying grace and when 
the child as soon as he can talk 
says a brief grace he has learned 
by 
heart 
or .improvised. 
Some 
parents have the child continue 
to be the sole sayer of grace. 
While this is good experience for 
the child, it may gradually sug­ 
gest to him thal grace is not for 
all the family. 
When all the fam­ 
ily members participate in turn 
or have some little ceremony to­ 
gether there can be richer values. 
Very Young Child 
It helps the very young child to 
have learned a little verse to say 
for grace. 
But as he waxes older 
he may outgrow 
this verse. 
It 
must seem a bit infantile to the 
child eight or ten to say a grace 
he learned at two or three. 
This j 
problem can be avoided when the 
youngster at a very early age im­ 
provises a grace in which he ex­ 
presses his own feelings, ideas and 
words, when t comes from his own 
heart and head. 
Where there are several chil­ 
dren under six or seven each one 
may vie with the rest for the 
privilege of saying grace. 
Some­ 
times there are quarrels and tears 
over the matter.

Small Gatherings 
I fancy there is a parallel to 
this 
among 
adults 
at

church gathering, as prayer meet­ 
ing or Ladies Aid, when one per­ 
son is called upon to pray and 
some of the others present feel 
deeply hurt for not having been 
called upon instead. 
While these 
older 
persons 
may 
desist 
from 
audible angers and jealousies, they 
probably harbor silent ones. They 
hardly join in the prayer with 
much spiritual fervor. 
This adult phenomenon is cited 
with the hope that it might help 
some parents and grandparents to 
understand children better. 
While 
some of my readers may not have 
had a similar experience in con­ 
nection with praying, they almost 
surely have had other analogous 
experiences. 
Just as the church leader might 
do well to plan ahead, aiming to 
pass around the honor- and call 
from time to time upon different 
individuals to pray, so should par­ 
ents have a plan for selecting the 
grace sayers among several chil­ 
dren. 
In some families, indeed, 
the order should he posted on the 
calendar.

WASHINGTON, p . C., April 20.—To Rep. Joe Mafrtin: In your 
search for a means to remove President Truman you are using the 
wrong reference source. The authority you need is not in the Consti­ 
tution. but it is in the Declaration of Independence. 
The Constitution says that a President is impeachable only tor 
“treason, bribery or other high crimes and misdemeanors.” But the 
Declaration contains this fruitful passage: 
“ . 
governments are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed. That whenever any form 
of government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right ot the 
people to alter or to abolish it. 
Thus. Mr. Martin, if you can show that President Truman no longer 
holds the “consent of the governed.” he is removable under a docu­ 
ment which is 21 years older than the Constitution and which is, in 
historical fact, the basic charter oi the Constitution. 
No Need For A Law 
There is no law. and no need for a law, to remove a sovereign 
who no longer enjoys the confidence and suppoit of his people. This 
right of removal is extra-legal or supra-legal. It is inherent in the 
Democratic process, since removing 
or unchoosing) a chief of state 
is merely the reverse and the complement of choosing. .The Declara­ 
tion which was nothing else than the impeachment of King George 111 
by the Continental Congress, asserts the removal right which has been 
exercised many times, before and since, by Democratic societies 
1 he 
forcing of the Magna Carta upon King John was a partial removal, 
since it clipped a portion of the monarch's power. The dethronings 
of Charles 1 Louis XVI, Edward VIII and Leopold of the Belgians are 
all examples of the supra-legal exercise of the removal right. 
I am making here an argument, not a recommendation, concerning 
the deposing of a President in midterm. 1 here is no proof, as yet, 
that Mr. Truman has lost the -consent of the governed’’ under which 
he serves. But there is no doubt that the Constitution does recognize 
the possibility of removal by other means than impeachment. Article 
XII. which spells out the duties of the Vice President, says that the 
Second Citizen shall take ever “in case of removal (N.B.) of the 
President or of his death, resignation (N.B.) or inability (N.B.) to 
discharge the powers and duties of the said office. 
All the important words are there—“removal,” “resignation” 
“inability to discharge the powers.” The Electoral College, which 
seated Mr. Truman, could rightfully unseat him if it decided that he 
no longer holds the “consent of the governed.” But a large burden 
of proof, Mr. Martin, would 
be upon those who demanded the 
removal. 


Truman In Fierce Controversy 


WASHINGTON, April 20,—On 
few other presidents in our his­ 
tory have the winds of controversy 
ever blown as fiercely as on the 
man who by a curious combination 
of circumstances now occupies the 
White House. And for Harry S. 
Truman 
the

prospect of still stormier w’eather j 
ahead. 
Memory goes back to that fate- | 
ful week in June of 1944 wrhen in 
Chicago the Democratic party was :

It was a dismal | 
business with a kind of sullen and 
weary inevitability pressing down 
on most of the delegates. What re­ 
mained to be done was somehow 
to get a vice presidential nominee 
out of this hot, disordered mass 
and go home. 
Two or three of us were talking 
with Senator Truman in the sit­ 
ting room of a suite high up in 
Stevens hotel on Chicago's lake 
front. My. recollection of some of 
the things he said then as the de­ 
cision was being made is as fol­ 
lows. 
‘I’m Not Seeking It’ 
“ I’m not seking it. I tell you I 
don’t want it. After every one of 
these big wars the troubles pile 
up and pile up and pile up. And 1 
might happen to be in there, in 
that ofifce, when it happened 
“Why, they’d throw everything 
at me but the kitchen sink. They 
tried to impeach Andy Jackson 
alter the Civil War and they near­ 
ly did it. too. They’d probably try 
to impeach me. I’m not seeking it, 
1 don’t want it.” 
Less than a year later Truman 
was president.

phere. Those hasty decisions disre- 
guard still other eventualities, and 
so trouble is compounded. 
It was in a crisis atmosphere 
that the Blair House conferences 
w*ere held last June following the 
attack of the North Korean Com­ 
munists.

This 
would be difficult, but by no means impossible. You would find about 
half a dozen men—including, perhaps, Gov.

Plans for the military ballots 
for men and women in service are 
now being prepared in the bureau 
©1 elections. 
William A 
Eakin, chief clerk 
to the bureau of elections, said 
today that securing a ballot for a 
a man or woman in service would 
be comparatively simple. 
Men or women in service can 
get their ballots by mailing an 
application to the bureau of elec­ 
tions. or members of their fami­ 
lies or even friends can secure 
them and mail them to them 
These military ballots can be 
secured 25 days before the pri­ 
mary of July 24, which means that 
on June 29 the ballots can be se­ 
cured. 
Any mail requests from 
military personnel received with­ 
in 48 hours after June 29 will be 
honored, but after that no requests 
can be honored. 
The military ballot also applies 
to hospitalized veterans. 
For ex­ 
ample. if a man is in Aspinwall 
or any other veterans’ hospital he 
can secure a ballot and vote. 
Nor do men and women in serv­ 
ice or hospitalized veterans need 
to be registered. 
In short, if a member of a fam­ 
ily is in service in the 
United 
States or any foreign country, he 
or she is entitled to vote whether 
or not he or she is registered 
The recent law makes it easy 
for military men and women or 
hospitalized veterans to vote. But 
in order to vote they must have a 
ballot 
They can apply for 
themselves or a member of their 
familv or a friend ran secure It in 
the court house on or after June 
°o r>nd send it to them. 
The ballots must be returned 
to ‘he bureau of elections not la­ 
ter ‘han the Fridnv after the pri- 
ina ry.

vegetables will be grown for can­ 
ning and freezing this year in 
Pennsylvania than last. 
A possible reduction is indicat­ 
ed, however, in the acreage for 
growing 
truck 
crops 
for 
fresh 
market, according to the depart­ 
ment. 
The agency based its announce­ 
ment on parly reports reflecting 
1951 acreage plans of commercial 
vegetable growers. 
Armed forces needs were cited 
as the reason for the upswing in 
truck 
acreage 
for canning 
and 
freezing. 
A federal-slate survey disclosed 
that 
Pennsylvania 
growers 
will 
plant 5300 acres of snap beans, an 
18 per cent increase over 1950. 
The national goal is 10 per cent. 
Intended 
planting 
of 
12,100 
acres of sweet com reflects a 15 
per cent increase over 1950 but 25 
per cent short of the national goal. 
Slight reductions in strawberry 
and fall cabbage acreages were 
forecast, while 2600 acres of spin­ 
ach for fresh market will be 600 
more than in 1950. 
Farm flocks of hens, meanwhile, 
produced more eggs in Pennsyl­ 
vania during March than in any 
other month on record In the state. 
If the high production continued 
a new annual record will be set 
to overshadow the 1950 mark of 
3.377,000,000 eggs.

If all obsolete ma- 
chienry when fully depreciated is

up“

there need be neither abnormal 
booms nor abnormal panics—ex­ 
cept from accident or speculation 
This is one reason why I advise 
careers in accounting. 


producing military supplies. 
Then 
they later saw an abrupt change 
back again to peace goods. 
It 
may be that this “on-again-oft- 
again” process is over. 
The war 
industries business may become 
stable and constant like most other 
businesses. 
Let me illustrate: 
We could have a constant flow 
of 
new 
tanks, 
jeeps, 
airplanes, 
bombs, etc., each year, whether 
. or not war is expected 
Tanks for 
instance, have a five-year "life , 
due to obsolescence. 
Then each 
year all the tanks over five years 
'o ld would be ground up for scrap, 
’ or else sold to foreign countries in 
* exchange for much needed raw 
materials. 
This would always give 
us a supply of the latest modem 
tanks, the same as we now have 
improved 
automobiles, 
washing 
machines and radios each year. 
Effect Upon Business and 
Employment 
This program could be a great 
stabilizer 
for 
business, 
employ­ 
m ent and investments. 
It would 
provide an incentive to colleges 
to train personnel to run war in­ 
dustries. 
It would assure perm a­ 
nent jobs for those now in such 
war industries. 
The entire pres­ 
ent picture would change. 
Instead 
of the war industry being waste- 
fully prosperous at one time, and 
then dead at other times, it would 
always 
be 
normally 
prosperous. 
Each year we would use new blue 
prints and old war materials to 
make a new stock af tanks, guns, 
jeeps, planes, bombs, etc. Then, at 
the end of five years, we would 
break these up for scrap; after 
which new ones would be built ac­ 
cording to new models. 
After five 
more 
years 
these 
new 
models 
would become obsolete and be re­ 
converted into raw materials, and 
so on indefinitely. 
This probable program is some­ 
thing for every investor to con­ 
sider. 
Instead of the steel indus­ 
try being a feast or famine busi­ 
ness, this program could make it 
fairly stable.

could stabilize 
railroad stocks, which otherwise 
will have a big slump when peace 
comes again 
Under this cycle 
theory' a railroad, operating be­

Wheat and v heat products that 
might contain spores that produce 
the flag-smut disease now are pro­ 
hibited entry into the U. S. from 
India. Japan. China. Australia, Un­ 
ion of South Africa, Italy and 
Spain.

upon us. For most children, this is 
something eagerly anticipated. But 
both Mary Brown and her folks 
dread it. For Mary is one of those 
youngsters w’ho seems to pick up 
ear infections from swimming. And 
how she hates to have to stay out 
of the water when the rest of the 
gang is having fun. 
With a few sensible precautions. 
Mary can join her friends. Here 
are suggestions which doctors give 
those susceptible to ear infections. 
1— If the youngster has a cold, 
no matter how slight, keep him 
out o f the water until it clears up 
2— If there's any diving to be 
done, a nose clip should be woivi. 
3—When swimming it is safer to 
breath the way good swimmers do 
—in through the mouth and out 
through the nose. 
4—Find a good way to keep 


water out of the ears. A bathing 
cap won't do the trick, but rubber 
ear plugs or non-absorbent cotton 
ones will. 
5— Come out of the water be­ 
fore getting chilled.

GEORGE HARVEY, who introduced courtes in fly tying and fly 
casting at Penn State College foresees the day when a “temperature 
stick" will be standard equipment for trout fishermen. 
He thinks the angler will save himself a lot of trouble if he deter­ 
mines what the water temperature is before casting his line into a 
trout stream, according to the INS. 
“But don’t rest your case on the temperature reading at the edge 
of the stream,” he warns. “Instead, drop your thermometer into the 
riffles and let it sink to a point just above the bottom of the stream 
bed.” 
The professor, as he is known to many members of the fishing 
fraternity, suggests that it is utter nonsense to fish a stream with 
anything but live bait when the temperature reading 1» under 40 
degrees. 
“Fish are logy in cold water, don’t feed very’ actively, and give 
artificial lures a wide berth.” says Harvey. 
He believes the best tem perature for a dry fly is between 55 and 
67 degrees, and a wet fly is attractive to trout at about 50 degrees 
and up 
He points out however, that the temperature of surface water can 
be very misleading at times because of the presence of underwater 
spring or inflow of water from feeder streams. 
Under ordinary circumstances and aware that there are excep­ 
tions to every rule, he suggests the following rules can be followed 
successfully: 
1 
When the water temperature soars above 70 degrees, dry fly 
fishing for brook trout is very poor, and u'hen it goes above 75 degrees 
! “you might as well quit fishing ’’ 
2. When the water temperature gets over 75 degrees, dry fly 
fishing for brown and rainbow trout is also poor, and when it goes 
above 80 degrees, it is no good with any kind of lure. 
It takes only a period of five or six hours after the water tem­ 
perature reaches 70 degrees for brook trout to decide to look for 
cooler pastures. Rainbow and brownies w’iil do the same after the 
reading hits 75 degrees. 
“A full creel early in the season doesn't necessarily mean a repeat 
performance along the same stretch of water later in the year,” the 
professor advises 
He said trout will seek cooler water when marked changes in 
| tem perature occur, and marked changes usually occur during The first 
: two weeks in June.
